Toronto Inventor Describes Bella- 
phane To Reporters At Plymouth 
John Howard, of Toronto, arrived 

at Plymouth, England, and described 

to reporters the Invention with which 
he and Dr. H. P. Holler, of Mary- 
land, hope to ‘revolutionize aviation. 

“The bellaphane”, he declared, “‘is 
& machine which can land directly 
and smoothly on land or sea. There's 
no need for an aerodrome, nor for a 
mooring mast. It combines the 
principles of the dirigible with those 
of the autogyro.” 

The new invention would make it 
possible, Howard added, to go from 
England to‘ Australia without a 
single stop or the possibility of a 
single accident. 

Siiaphanes would be 106 feet long, 
could carry 25 passengers, and have 
a speed of from 100 miles an hour 
upwards. 

The accident risk would be ‘elimi- 
nated in the fact the bellaphane 
would have an autogyro-like propel- 
ler.’

Inverted Figures On Coins 


Enhanced Value Of Few Nova Scotia 
1832 Ha’pennies 

Everybody around Halifax is 
closely scanning all old coins. Re- 
cently a letter was received at the 
office of the Halifax board of trade 
requesting information about the 
value of a Nova Scotia ha'penny of 
1832. 

The letter was referred to E. J. 
Vickery and he said that if the coin 
was actually dated 1832 it would be 
worth up to $10.00. The reason for 
this high value for a mere half-penny 
is the fact that when the coppers 
were being run off the plate some of 
them were printed with the numbers 
8,and 3 inverted. This mistake was 
discovered and corrected, but not be- 
fore a number of coins had been run 
off and circulated.

_ To the uninitiated the bringing of a new paper into 
being, may appear to be a very simple process, but to 
start a paper without a subscription list and build up a 
cnentele of advertisers and subscribers requires not only 
considerable nerve and energy but also good financia 
standing. A number of changes have theretore takeu 
viace in the management since it first appeared. 

_’ The Commercial was first printed in the Lusi buiiu 
ing using equipment belonging partly to Mr. Johnston 
and partiy to Mr, Lush. 

In July, the Intertype, Presses, ete., on which the 
Hardisty. World was being published, were purchased, 
‘also Mr, Johnson’s interests 1n the Commercial. ‘The 
new equipment was installed in the I, H. C. building on 
Second Avenue, next door to thé Wainwright Hotel. With 
this change of equipment and managemenc the name was 
also changed to the “Wainwright Record,” the first 
issue under the new name going forth to the public on 
August 2, 1933, with the name of Rev. W. H. zook, as 
Editor and publisher. . ; 

On November 10th, Rev. W. H. Zook severed his eon- 
nection with the Kecord to accept a position with the 
Alberta Prohibition Association in Kdmonton. ‘The 

vecord came forward on November 15th under the super- 
vision of E. H. L. Thomas, under whose management it 
still appears. 


Owing doubtless to the fact that the names of those 
who have been financially responsible for the Record, 
were not published, or that they did not wear badges call-. 
ing attention fo their connection with paper, many fan- 
tastic ideas have been afloat regarding the Kecord. It 
has been called the organ of every political party and al- 
most every religious organization, ¢including that of J. 
J. Maloney, whatever that is) and 6n Nowember 2th, the 
present editor published a statement of who was respon- 
sible for the paper and why. 


The Record was first published because of an ap- 
parent need of a paper to give the local district such news 
us were of interest without coloring of political or sec- 
tarian prejudices. A group of nearly fifty of the leading 
Lusiness men.and farmers of Wainwright, Gilt Lage; 
Auburndale, Edgerton, Heath, and Fabyan, through a 
management committee have made the Record possible. 


It was with considerable satisfaction that the man- 
agement were able to report ‘to the last meeting of the 
executive that at the end of the year the financial posi- 
tion of the paper was improving and that there had been 
substantial og bere made on Capital account. That 
any paper or business could begin in a year of such de- 
j ression and give such a statement speaks for itseu, 1.0 
comment being necessary. 

The policy of the Wainwright Record was from the 
Leginning to give to the people such a paper as would be 
acceptable to the largest majority of its readers and at a 
price in accord with the times. Our subscription price 
is therefore one dollar and fifty cents per year instead of 
two dollars commonly charged and all Job work is figur- 
ed on the same basis. ;

I had those deals in mind when | 
selected the relations of Laban and 
Jacob asa lesson from which we 
might derive profit as we study the 
conditions of modern farm « reuit. 

The relations of creditor and deb- 
tor to-day are beclouded by assert: 
ions ag to the ways in which capital 
is acquired. When I was asked to 
study the mortgage situation my 
first question was as to the nature of 
the capital that had been loaned. 


But, before we turn to that phase 
of the business, we ought to be sure 
we have a common understanding of 
the nature of credit. The dictlonary 
tells us that the word means cred- 
ence or confidence. In the sense of 
farm-credit it means. a wilungiess 
to pass possessoin of one man’s pro- 
perty over to another in confidence 
that it will be retuhned according to 
agreement. It implys confidence in 
the ability of the borrower to make 
good'use of the property, and confid- 
enne in his integrity that, if, happily, 
he should lack the ability to return 
the capital intact he will do his Let 
to carry out his word. 

Credit came late in the develop- 
ment of civilization. In ancient 
times only great men borrowed and 
then largely for wars. Not until 
about the middle of the 19th century 
did men begin to borrow commonly 
that they might make more capital 
out of tillage of the soil. And then, 
curiously enough, the practice began 
in the New World. Think back, for 
a moment, to farmers within your 
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$750,000,000

Dear Sir.—tThis is a letter fruca a 


Saskatchewan farmer ‘to his friend 
in the old country. 
“Dear Harry.—Thanks for your 


kind letter. You ask me how I 
getting along with farming. Not 
very well. As I told you in my last 
letter,, I rented a farm last spring 
and, as every minister of agricul- 
ture and every agriculture paper 
stays we. should go in {for mixed 
farming, I am farming according to 
their advice. Last spring I sowed 
clean NO. 1 wheat and I threshed 2 
mixture of wheat, wild oats, buck- 
wheat, pigweed and many other 
weeds. I got two milch cows and 
their milk and cream is mixed with a 
flavor of stinkweed. I raised a litter 
of pigs and I feed them according to 
instructions with a mixture of grain, 
bran, tankage, calories, vitamines, 
According to this mix- 
ture I should get selects but I got a 
mixed lot of runts. Every mixed 
farmer should have a flock of chic. 
kens. Mine are all of one breed but 
their eggs are mixed; they lay No. 1 
and No. 2 and cracked ores and I 
can’t sell them mixed.’ Everytiing 
we have to buy is grade A and 


am 


everything I raise is mixed and the 
money we get is badly mixed.” We 
have dollars, bucks, quarters, t.wo- 
bits, dimes, nichels and coppers; 
there are five and ten spots but I 
haven’t spotted any of them yet. 

According to instructions the mix- 
ed farmer should keep books and 
strike a balance at the end of the 
year. - Now, you know, Harry when 
we went to school we were taught 
that two and two were four. It does 
not work dn this country; arithmetic 
is so mixed up it won’t balance. 
Everything is on the left side of the 
ledger and should be entered in red 
ink, but I can’t use anything red; if 
I do I am a Bolshevik. Here is an- 
other thing I am. badly mixed up 
with. Some of us farmers are gei- 
ting relief; this is something like 
your dole but when you get . doi 
doled out to you you: are done with 
it, but this mixed relief we are sup- 
posed to pay for some time in the 
future from the returns of mixed 
farming. 

Now, dear Harry, with the hope 
that you never get mixed up with 
mixed farming, I remain, yours as 
ever.—Dick.”

Each language has its idioms or 
idiomatic forms “of expression. They 
may not: be recognized by tue indivi- 
dual. to whom it as the mother 
tongue, kut when an individual to 
whom it 1s not the mother tongue be- 
gins to study they aré quickly recog- 
nized. For example as English 
speaking we say “ I am humgry.” 


The French say “J'ai faim.” The 
use of the word to “have” in- 
stead of to be is idiomatic. Our 


salutation “Good Day” is used quite 
independent of clix atic condiion. 
The Hebrews use an_ expression 
waich meant “Peace be unto thee.” 


“We find’similar peculiarities in 
Greek thought when we see an in. 
dividual ‘impersonate another we say 
“He is taking him off,” As we have 
watched a professional impersonator 
imperv.nate individuals we nave been 
amazed. There hgs been rapid 
transition from person to person. It 
may Le the physique, the voice and 
general appearance were adapted to 
it. At times we had questionings as 


to the real presence of the person. 
The looks were so natural and the 
gestures so appropriate. 

To the Greek mind this phenom- 
enon presented itself in a aifferent 
way. ‘lhe impersonator always 


“put on” the personality—of te one 
he impersonated. To my mind it is 
a richer and truer interpretation of 
the act. Our. text has that meaning. 

In the Old afd New Testament we 
find the expression “put on.” LVavid 
“put on” Saul’s armour. It did 
not fit. He was a better warrior with 
his sling and stone than with the 
cumbersome armour of Saul. Paul 
said “Put On” the whole armour of 
Goi that ye may be able to with- 
stand the wiles of the Devil.’”’? Bet 
these refer to external equipment. 
But Paul in Col 3:12 says “put on” 
as tae elect of God, bow ls 0: me:ey, 
kindness, humbleness of mind = and 
again “put on” charity—dcep-felt 
emotions. 

These imply a deeper, internal in- 
vesture and our text bears out that 
deeper meaning. “Put on” the pei- 
sonality. . Nothing counts iike the 
personality of Christ. Men are en- 
quiring in such terms. What would 
Jesus do? Wai is the teaching of 
Jesus on this problem? What would 
be His attitude toward economic con- 
ditions teday ? 

It is a’ striking sight to see men 
turn instinctively to Jesus for light 
on their difficulties and claim His 
authority in support of their solution 
of the problems of life. 

Now there are a few requsites if 
we ure gying to impersonate Jesus. 
1 fires’ mention Knowledge. (1) We 
are unabie to impe.soiuate an indiv:- 
dual 61 whom we u.ave no knowledge.

Today from the study of God’s 
word, public and private’ reading, 
worship, contact with godly men are 
we getting a knowledge cf God that 
will unable us to impersonate Him, 
accurately. Yes, better today than 
yesterday and tomorrow than today 
I trust you see how necessary know 
ledge is. I know that in one place 
we read “That the fcol need not err 
therein” but I find it hard to think 
that God ever put a premium on ig- 
norance or idleness.

as to ‘what the net effects of the marketing and control legislation, before 
prtovincial and federal legislatures, will Be upon their own husbandry. They 
are hoping for the best, realizing that, if there is a bumpér Grop, the éxact 
significance of the new legislation will become at once apparent. ~ 
In those sections of the prairies which have suffered_from drought con- 
‘ditions as well as from the prevailing economic depression, the new season 
revives a hope that world efforts to raise prices of farm produce will have 
‘been successful before the new crop goes on the market. They hope the 
season for them will mean release from the plight which has forced them 


“to be dependent. upon relief; that a more propitious season will place them 


‘again upon the road to independence, security and prosperity. : 
Frairie folks have well-earned the encomiums heaped upon them by 
‘those more fortunately situated, for their fortitude and solidarity through- 


out their time of trouble. Each spring ‘as seen them return to the wonted 


seasonal employment with energy unimpaired by successive privations and, 


disappointments.. They have seen their hopes frustrated, their work nulli- 
fied, their reserves shrink to vanishing point; but they have not wilted under 
the strain. Throughout, they seem to have been inspired by something akin 
to that philosophy which Count Leo Tolstoy put into the mouth of one of 
his characters: 

“They say: sufferings are misfortunes . . -.. We imagine that as soon 
as we are torn out of our habitual path all is over, but it is only the be- 
ginning of something new and good. As long as there is: life, there is hap- 
piness. There is a great deal, a great deal Before us.” : 

Theirs has not been mere passive submission to oppressive circum- 
stance either, They are earnestly seeking leadership and a way out of their 


difficulties, and for some means ‘of averting future danger of a recurrence 
of the conditions which have brought them disquiet. They are looking for 


development, sooner or later, of a new economic structure, which will give 
them assurance of better returns, and more stabilized returns, for their 
‘labors. They see evidences of a striving after the,¢nd they seek in home, 
imperial and foreign fields, and they believe that the lesson of the depression 
is not, after all, to be ignored. . 

It is but little over a year. ago that Will Dyson, in satiric mood, was 
moved to say: s . 

“There never was in the world at any other moment so many men going 
through the motions of thinking without thought resulting.” 

It is true, there has been much vain, impractical thinking, much inven- 
tion of chimerical new worlds. But it is to the everlasting credit of the 
prairie sectiong of Canada that, at a time when forces seemed impelling 
them to pursue some phantom remedy of release, they have resisted the 
temptation and clung tenaciously to the path which common-sense and past 
experience have taught them was best suited to their needs and most con- 
sonant with their desires. It was no impractical, enigmatical, abstract 
“ism” they wanted, it was leadership and a road back to a normal condition 
in the realm 6f trade and commerce based upon & “‘live and let live” principle, 

The new orientation of their aspirations as citizens of an agricultural 
region wag indicated, recently, in the growing appreciation of the need of.a 
balanced development of all natural resources of commercial value, Sas- 
katchewan residents have reason to enter upon the new era with enhanced 
hope and profounder convictions .of the great future awaiting their prov- 
ince.

The Maritime provinces are in a 
more favourable position in regard 
to feed supply than other parts of 
the Dominion. The beef cattle out- 
let is confined largely to local chan- 
nels, but. any improvement in the 
general situation would reflect fav- 
ourably. on prices in these provinces. 

Although the number of hens and 
chickens on Canadian farms in June 
last showed a decrease of 8.2 per 
cent. compared with the preceding 
year, turkeys, geese, and ducks ‘in- 
creased slightly, the greater part of 
the increase being in the prairie 
provinces. : 

Every effort is being made to im- 
prove the quality and pack of Cana- 
dian bacon so ag to further interest

2 cups brown sugar, 
% teaspoon salf | 
% cup sour milk

Rescued From Ice Pack 


Daring Work Of Russian Aviators 
Meets With Success 

Nome,. Alaska. — Rescued after 
nearly two months spent on the Arc- 
tic pack when the vessel Cheliuskin 
sank off northern Siberia, Prof. Otto 
Schmidt, leader of the large party of 
Russians aboard the ship arri 
here by plane from Cape Van Karem, 
Siberia. : 

The gallant leader of the expedi- 
tion, which numbered more than a 
hundred, but of which only 28 now 
remain on the. ice through rescue 
work by Russian aviators, was very 
weak. 

He had been suffering from bron- 
chial trouble in recent weeks but 
was taken aboard the last plane to 
leave the ice camp, Pilot M. T. Slet- 
neff, who flew the reecue plane, said, 
only despite his strenuous protests. 

Pilot Sletneff was accompanied on 
the flight from Cape Van Karem, to 
which 62 of the party had been flown 
from the ice camp the past few days, 
by Prof. George Ushakoff, leader of 
the rescue expedition, Clyde Arm- 
stead and Bill Lavery, both mechan- 
ics of Fairbanks. 

The Americans commented when 
the plane arrived that Prof. Schmidt 
had “lots of courage.” The 3875- 
mile flight from Cape Van Karem 
was made in two hours and 10 min- 
utes. 

Assisted to an automobile, Prof. 
Schmidt was rushed:to a hotel by a, 
Nome physician to give him medical 
attention. 

The 62 landed safely on the main- 
land of Russia and the 28 remain- 
ing on the ice were members of an 
expedition to Wrangel Island which 
Schmidt headed.

STEVENS PROBE 
IS TAKING IN 
A WIDE FIELD 


Ottawa.—The Stevens committee 
of the House of Commons has in- 
vestigators working ‘on department 
stores, furniture industry, clothing 
industry, chain stores-and the milling 
and baking industry, it was an- 
nounced by Hon. H. H. Stevens. In 
addition, a certain amount of work 
has been done on the Canadian rub- 
ber footwear and tobacco-growing 
industries, especially from the com- 
bine angle. 

Livestock packers and department 
stores will be represented before the 
committee to give rebuttal evidence. 
Department stores, it was announced, 
have engaged services of some illus- 
trious economists who are prepar- 
ing an -elaborate brief on price 
spreads and mass buying. Packers 
will specialize on direct livestock 
buying and the hog ditferentials, 
both of which have been attacked 
before the committee by producers 
and middlemen. 


Many persons in the livestock in- 
dustry hesitated to come forward, 
said the minister. But anyone, 
whether packer, shipper or producer, 
could come before the committee 
and present his side of the question. 

H. P. Kennedy, Toronto livestock 
exporter, was questioned regarding 
operation of the Livestock Market- 
ing board which he suggested should 
be formed to control price spreads. 

Gordon Oswin, Toronto, of the 
United Farmers’ Livestock depart- 
ment, testified on hog sales on the 
Toronto market. ‘What is the effect 
of direct shipments of hogs to pack- 
ers?” asked Norman Sommerville, 
committee counsel. 

‘It helps to keep the market 
down,” answered Mr Oswin. Hogs 
were sold on the Toronto markét on 
the basis of fixed differentials. The 
packers fixed these differentials in 
all cases with the exception of the 
“select” hog, where the government 
under the swine committee fixed a 
premium of $1, The last occasion on 
which the packers had altered these 
fixed differentials was two or three 
years ago, said Mr. Oswin. 

“Do you consider the sale of hogs 
by fixed differentials 
method of selling hogs?’’ questioned 
Mr. Sommerville. 

“No,” replied the witness. There 
should be no fixed differentials., Each 
grade should be kept separate and 
sold on its merits. 

Elimination of hog differentials and 
direct shipments to packing plants 
would raise prices to Ontario pro- 
ducers, said Gordon Oswin, of Tor- 
onto, a buyer for the United Farm- 
ers’ Livestock department. 

Hog prices on the Toronto market 
are fixed by the packers, insisted the 
U.F.O. official, with only two. buyers 
on the market. In addition, the 
packers fixed the differentials and 
had succeeded, through direct buy- 
ing, in eliminating small buyers from 
the open market. . 

Oswald Freer, a commission man 
on the St. Boniface market, Win- 
nipeg, urged revision of the livestock 
freight rates. He suggested a mar- 
ket-to-market system, patferned after 
the American plan with reductions 
on through rates to the east. 

Regulation of truckers was urged 
by both witnesses, the Winnipeg 
buyer suggesting trucks be used as 
feeder units for the railways to elimi- 
nate direct selling to packers.
